Qcid at Ante au Sable, Okanagan Lake. 

We traiislale the iullowing extract from a 
Intler jiiHt received by a Catholic clergy iniiti 
from a Fraiichmaa who resides at Atiso uu 
Sablo, {Sand Bay) on Lake Okanogan. It 
is daiod May 28,' aad' contains aomo very 
interesting infdrmation'Tespecting that flec- 
tion of country both as regards the prospects 
/or farming as well as mining:— 

" Kvery one who has fisitcd our grand prairie 
has declared if to be admirable — a beautiful val- 
ley — the (garden of Drilisn Columbia. The Caiia- 
(iiiina have called this place Aiise au Sable, because 
it is tlie only place iu Briti.sh Columbia where 
there iti no stuue. The view of this valley is like 
Yal^inia iu Washinijlou Territory, if Yakima Luke 
be substituted fur Okiiuat;aii. The last winter 
there was very cold indeed; all the horned cattle 
and horiiea died en maisu ; but ut Anse au Sable 
not a head or horned uuUle nor a hurae died. 
They were fat in February and March, though 
there was a foot and a batf of snow on the prairie. 
B/lojr Ukanagin, there wiis no more [snow than 
ace. In the Sbu8wap'(Th6mp80ii River 
County) the winter was equally mild ; but great 
nuroberd of cattle died. Not one of the farmers at 
Anse au Sable gave a handful of fodder to his uni- 
nittls. The cattle-drovers Iroin Oregon promise tn 
return Irum Cariboo and take up claims. They 
inleiul tu leave one person In charge of their stock 
wliiUc others uf the company buy and drive here, 
and aflerw.-irds sell them to the miners. On the 
first uf Jhirch they can drive fat animals to Lil- 
luoe!, which is only seven Jays travel. Ourguld 
mines create no great excitment. All our miners 
have gone to Cariboo, notwithstanding there is 

gold iu ourmouutuina. One prospector discovered 
iggiugs in several places.

Shall a Black Man Drink at a White 
Man's Bar? 
Yesterday morning the complaint of Mr. Jacob 
Francis, tbo colored man who was refused a 
drink at the bar of the Bank Exchange Saloon, 
wan broupht forward in the Police Court. The com- 
plaint alleges that coinplainauiwas rofuscdaglars 
of liquor at the Dank Exchange for money. Mr, 
Ring appeared for Mr. Francis, and Jlr. Bishop for 
Mr. Loveti, tl.e proprietor of the Saloon. Mr. 
King stated that the euramons in this casa was 
only put into his hand on Thursday-, fnd that it 
bud bean issued by the complainant witbout con- 
ference witb counsel. Had Francis advised with 
counsel he would hare been told that the proper 
course to be pursued was to Institute a civil suit 
against the ^efeiidant, who, as a licensed inn- 
keeper, was guilty of a brftach of contract with the 
public in refusing to serve cutnplainant, and dam- 
ages might be recovered. Defendant had an un- 
qneatlonable risht to keep one apartment for the 
accommodation of black nieii, und another f..r 
white men ; he cuuld keep as many apartments 
as he chose, and divide hia cnstoiiiera into as 
many cla.sses lis lie saw tit ; but lie c.Mild not re- 
fuse a respectable person drink on account of his 
color.
